WINNERS  WANTED 

That’s  the  theme  of  the  2014  NLG  Writers’ 
Competition,  which  is  now  under  way. 

As  it  has  done  for  more  than  four  decades,  the 
Guild  is  preparing  to  honor  the  best  books,  articles, 
newsletters,  auction  catalogs,  online  publications  and 
other  works  created  in  the  realm  of  coins  during  the  last 
year. 

The  entry  deadline  this  year  is  June  17.  That’s 
somewhat  earlier  than  usual,  but  it  was  necessitated  by 
the  relatively  early  dates  of  the  World’s  Fair  of  Money, 
where  awards  are  presented  each  year  at  the  NLG 
Bash. 

The  2014  ANA  convention  will  take  place  Aug. 
5-9  in  Rosemont,  111.,  and  the  Bash  will  begin  at  8 p.m.  on 
Thursday,  Aug.  7,  in  Ballroom  AB  at  the  Hyatt  Regency 
O’Hare,  the  main  hotel  for  this  year’s  convention. 

The  program  will  open  with  a sumptuous  hot  buffet, 
so  Bashgoers  are  advised  not  to  have  dinner  before  the 
show.  The  buffet  will  be  followed  by  the  evening’s 
entertainment  - skits,  songs  and  satire  - and  the  award 
ceremony,  topped  by  presentation  of  the  Guild’s  highest 
honor,  the  Clemy  Award. 

It  would  be  hard  to  imagine  a more  deserving  Clemy 
recipient  than  last  year’s  honoree,  Michael  R.  Fuljenz.

Steve  Ivy,  the  other  2012  winner,  couldn 't  attend  the  2013  Bash,  but 
was  there  in  spirit  through  his  bobblehead,  being  held  by  Jim. 

Besides  being  a leading  coin  dealer  and  market  maker, 
especially  in  the  area  of  U.S.  gold  coinage,  Mike,  a 
former  teacher  and  school  board  president,  has  been  a 
prolific  author  and  dedicated  champion  of  numismatic 
education.  Over  the  years,  he  has  led  dozens  of  ANA 
seminars  and  forums  designed  to  promote  the  hobby. 
He  also  has  fought  hard  to  protect  collectors’  interests 
in  the  legal  and  legislative  arenas.  Recently,  he  helped 
win  passage  of  legislation  eliminating  sales  taxes  on 
coins  in  Texas  and  Louisiana. 


Mike  has  been  a major  patron  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution.  He  and  his  wife,  Karen,  made  a generous 
donation  to  help  finance  establishment  of  an  expanded 
exhibit  area  for  coins  from  the  Smithsonian’s  National 
Numismatic  Collection. 

As  a writer,  Mike  has  demonstrated  not  only 
great  talent  but  also  tremendous  versatility.  He  has 
received  NLG  awards  in  more  categories  than  almost 
any  other  writer  and  speaker,  winning  recognition  for 
books,  newspaper  and  magazine  columns  and  articles, 
newsletters  and  online  writings,  as  well  as  for  forum 
presentations  and  television  and  radio  programs.  In  20 1 3, 
he  and  Maurice  Rosen  were  co-winners  of  the  James  L. 
Miller  Award  for  best  article  in  any  medium,  including 
both  print  and  electronic. 

Mike  has  been  a supporter  of  the  NLG  for  many 
years,  and  in  recent  years  he  has  been,  quite  literally,  the 
founder  of  the  feast  - for  he  has  underwritten  the  cost  of 
the  lavish  buffets  provided  at  Bashes.  He  also  has  made 
his  superb  marketing  director,  Amy  Powell,  available  as 
Bash  coordinator. 

In  presenting  the  Clemy  to  Fuljenz,  2012  co- 
winner Jim  Halperin  described  him  as  “a  great  advocate 
of  the  hobby  and  professional  numismatics  for  decades” 
as  well  as  “a  great  expert  and  researcher  of  many  areas 
of  numismatics,  especially  gold,  and  somebody  who  is 
responsible  for  attracting  a lot  of  new  collectors  to  the 
hobby.” 

“But  really,”  Halperin  said,  “he’s  just  a really,  really  good 
guy  and  a great  friend.” 

In  his  acceptance  remarks,  Fuljenz  expressed 
thanks  to  “the  editors  who  have  been  very  good  to  me 
over  the  years”  and  the  professionals  whose  expertise  has 
contributed  to  the  success  of  his  on-air  appearances  and 
video  presentations. 


“Your  editors  may  not  do  the  column,  but  they  make 
it  better,  and  they’ve  been  very  special  in  helping,”  he 
remarked.  “There  are  a lot  of  people  who  make  these 
things  happen.  They  say  it  takes  a village,  and  it  does. 

“And,”  he  added,  “I  appreciate  what  this  means.  I 
appreciate  looking  at  the  long  list  of  people  that  have 
won  this  award  and  how  special  they  are.  They  really 
are.” 

Halperin  and  Steve  Ivy,  who  are  co-chairmen  of  Heritage 
Auctions,  were  joint  winners  of  the  2012  Clemy. 
They  chose  Fuljenz  as  the  2013  honoree  from  a list 
of  nominees  supplied  by  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors. 
Similarly,  Fuljenz  will  select  this  year’s  recipient  from 
a list  prepared  by  the  Board. 

Wendell  Wolka  will  serve  again  as  host  of  this  year’s 
Bash  and  Scott  Travers  will  be  presenter-in-chief  of 
the  awards.  Scott  is  coordinator  of  the  annual  Writers’ 
Competition,  with  able  assistance  from  Maurice  Rosen, 
who  helps  him  each  year  organize  the  hundreds  of 
entries  and  distribute  them  to  the  judges. 

An  unsung  hero  in  this  labor-intensive  process  is 
Sal  Germano,  a coin  dealer  in  Hawthorne,  N.J.,  who 
graciously  makes  a storeroom  available  each  year  as 
reception  point  for  the  avalanche  of  entries  sent  by 
writers,  editors  and  publishers. 

The  NLG  Symposium  will  take  place  at  10  a.m. 
Thursday,  Aug.  7,  the  same  day  as  the  Bash,  in  Room 
40  at  the  Donald  E.  Stephens  Convention  Center  - and 
a very  special  program  is  being  planned.  Based  on  the 
theme  “The  Great  Ones,”  the  Symposium  will  feature  a 
discussion  of  long-term  trends  in  numismatie  journalism 
and  numismatic  literature  by  a panel  of  distinguished 
experts  made  up  of  Q.  Da\  id  Bowers,  Harvey  Staek 
and  Larrv  Stack.  C'hristine  Karstedt,  executive  vice 


president  of  Stack’s  Bowers,  will  be  moderator. 

Anyone  seeking  further  information  about  either  the  Bash 
or  Symposium,  or  needing  Bash  tickets,  should  contact 
Scott  Travers,  Maurice  Rosen  or  me  at  the  convention  or 
beforehand. 

In  addition  to  Heritage  Auctions  and  Universal  Coin  & 
Bullion,  the  Beaumont,  Texas,  company  headed  by  Mike 
Fuljenz,  two  other  valued  sponsors  also  are  providing 
financial  support  for  the  year’s  Bash.  They  are  the 
Numismatic  Guaranty  Corporation  of  Sarasota,  Fla., 
and  the  Certified  Acceptance  Corp.  of  Bedminster,  N.J. 
Another  good  friend  of  the  Guild,  Ira  & Larry  Goldberg 
Auctioneers  of  Los  Angeles,  regularly  provides  significant 
support  for  ongoing  NLG  programs.

Please  read  the  following  rules  carefully,  and  follow  the 
directions  scrupulously.  The  judges  will  do  their  best  to  correct 
obvious  mistakes  involving  the  numbering,  but  entries  that  fail 
to  conform  to  the  rules  (including  correct  numbering)  will  be 
subject  to  disqualification. 

To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this  year’s  categories, 
entries  must  have  been  published  (or  posted  on  the  Internet) 
between  May  1,  2013  and  April  30,  2014.  Except  where 
noted,  three  (3)  copies  of  each  entry  must  be  submitted,  and 
each  copy  must  be  accompanied  by  a cover  sheet  listing  the 
category  and  other  information  spelled  out  in  the  rules. 

No  entrant  may  submit  more  than  one  (1)  entry  in  any  single 
category.  (The  same  entry  may  also  be  included  in  the  portfolio 
competition,  however.) 

In  categories  with  only  one  entry,  judges  may  decide  that  no 
award  will  be  given,  or  may  substitute  Special  NLG  Recognition 
for  the  regular  NLG  Award. 

The  judges  reserve  the  right  to  change  the  category  in  which  an 
entry  may  compete,  if  they  believe  such  change  is  necessary  to 
assure  equity  of  all  participants. 

No  entries  will  be  returned  under  any  circumstance. 

All  judges’  decisions  are  binding  and  final;  confidentiality  of  all 
judging  is  absolute. 

All  entries  must  be  received  no  later  than  June  17,  2014. 

Entries  should  be  sent  to  the  contest  coordinator  at  the

The  address 
is  the  same  as  last  year. 

As  in  the  past,  entries  in  a number  of  categories  will  be  judged 
by  editors  and  other  well-qualified  individuals  outside  the 
numismatic  field.  This  will  not  affect  the  manner  in  which  entries 
are  submitted,  but  it’s  all  the  more  reason  to  take  special  care 
in  preparing  a complete  cover  sheet,  as  required,  to  accompany 
each  copy  of  each  entry.  This  will  make  the  judges’  job  much 
easier  and  ensure  that  each  entry  is  considered  in  the  proper 
category. 

Each  cover  sheet  must  include  the  following  information  or  it 
will  be  disqualified:

• PUBLICATION 

• PUBLICATION  DATE

• AUTHOR  (11  OTHER  THAN  ENTRANT) 


BOOKS 

Books  may  be  submitted  by  author,  publisher  or  editor.  Three 
(3)  copies  must  be  submitted.  Eligible  are  new  books  or  those 
accepted  by  the  judges  at  their  sole  discretion  as  substantially 
revised  versions  of  earlier  works.

The  work  having  the  greatest  potential  impact  on  numismatics: 
Criteria  include  overall  reader  appeal,  research  quality, 
photographic,  printing  and  graphic  excellence,  cover  and 
typography  where  applicable.

This  category  is  for  Web  sites  maintained  by  coin  clubs  and 
other  non-commercial  organizations  and  individuals  devoted 
to  the  coin  hobby.  Three  (3)  copies  of  the  Web  site  home  page 
and  all  posted  items  linked  to  it  at  the  time  the  copies  are  made, 
submitted  by  the  publisher  or  editor. 

40.  BEST  BLOG 

This  award  recognizes  the  best  interactive  blog  that  communicates 
information  and  personal  commentaries  about  the  numismatic 
hobby.  Please  submit  hard  copies  of  three  (3)  complete  blog 
entries. 

41.  BEST  NON-NUMISMATIC  PRESS  WEB  SITE 

This  award  will  be  presented  for  the  best  numismatic  Web  site 
produced  by  a non-numismatic  news  organization.  Editorial 
content  from  members  of  the  hobby  press  is  acceptable.  Three 
(3)  copies  of  the  Web  site  home  page  and  all  posted  stories  linked 
to  it  at  the  time  the  copies  are  made,  submitted  by  the  publisher 
or  editor. 

42.  SOFTWARE 

Best  presentation  of  a new  numismatic  work,  or  new  presentation 
of  a previously  published  numismatic  work,  in  CD  ROM,  DVD, 
floppy  disk  or  any  other  electronic  format.  Only  one  copy  of 
the  work  need  be  submitted.  Entry  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  first  use,  plus  information 
required  by  NLG  rules. 

AUCTION  CATALOGS 

Three  (3)  copies  of  each  catalog  entered.  Criteria  include 
cover  design,  overall  eye  appeal,  format,  graphics  and  layout, 
in-depth  research  and  quality  of  description.  Entries  may  be 
submitted  by  auction  firm,  auctioneer  or  cataloger.  ONLY  ONE 
CATALOG  FROM  EACH  AUCTION  FIRM  will  be  considered 
in  each  category.  Multiple  entries  in  either  category  will  be 
disqualified.

For  Best  Investment  Newsletter:  Criteria  include  overall 
reader  appeal,  quality  of  research  and  writing,  and  graphics  as 
applicable.  Submit  three  (3)  copies  EACH  of  three  (3)  issues  - 
total,  nine  (9)  items. 

46.  BEST  DEALER-PUBLISHED  MAGAZINE  OR 
NEWSPAPER 

Criteria  include  overall  reader  appeal,  quality  of  research  and 
writing,  and  graphics  excellence.  Submit  three  (3)  copies  EACH 
of  at  least  three  (3)  different  issues  - total,  nine  (9)  items. 

BEST  ALL-AROUND  PORTFOLIO 

47.  Collection  of  writings  and/or  photographs  and  related 
items  demonstrating  numismatic  writing  ability  and  versatility. 
Organization  and  presentation  will  count  as  heavily  as 
volume.  Only  one  ( 1 ) copy  of  portfolio  need  be  submitted;  other 
copies  of  items  included  in  portfolio  may  also  be  submitted  in 
other  relevant  categories  at  entrant’s  option. 

BEST  WRITER  IN  NLG  NEWSLETTER 

48.  NLG  Newsletter  editor  alone  selects  winner.  Criteria  include 
writing  skill  and  style,  numismatic  or  organization  support, 
content  to  inform  the  member  readers.  No  entries  accepted; 
editor  alone  decides. 

AUDIO-VISUAL 

49.  RADIO  (broadcast  or  online) 

Best  news  story,  feature  report  or  continuing  series  involving 
numismatics.  Entries  must  include  standard-size  CD,  URL  link 
or  audiocassette  of  story  or  feature  report  or  three  (3)  selections 
from  continuing  series,  accompanied  by  written  statement  citing 
date(s)  of  broadcast,  call  letters  and  location  of  radio  station, 
as  well  as  information  required  in  overall  NLG  rules.  Interview 
segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

50.  AUDIO 

Best  audio  program  involving  numismatics,  but  non-broadcast. 
Includes  audio  tracks  from  numismatic  slide  shows,  educational 
tapes,  audio  newsletters  and  other  presentations.  Entries  must 
include  standard-size  CD  or  audiocassette,  written  statement 
citing  date(s)  of  first  use,  plus  information  required  in  overall 
NLG  rules.  Interview  segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this 
category. 

51.  TELEV  ISION 

Best  spot  news  story,  feature  report  or  continuing  series 
involving  numismatics,  luitries  must  include  standard-si/e  CD 
or  videocassette  recording  of  telc\  ision  broadcast  or  three  (3) 


2 BOARD  MEMBERS 
UP  FOR  RE-ELECTION 

Two  members  of  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors  are 
completing  their  current  terms  and  seeking  re-election. 

The  two  directors  appearing  on  this  year’s  ballot  are  Dorothy 
Harris  and  Maurice  Rosen.  Both  joined  the  Board  two  years 
ago,  and  both  are  eligible  for  one  more  two-year  term. 

Harris  is  former  director  of  antiques  and  collectibles  for  Random 
House.  She  has  served  the  Guild  for  many  years  as  a judge  in 
our  annual  Writers’  Competition  and  an  award  presenter  at  our 
Bash. 

Rosen  is  publisher  of  the  award-winning  Rosen  Numismatic 
Advisory.  He,  too,  has  been  a judge  and  presenter  for  years, 
and  he  currently  serves  as  NLG  treasurer  after  holding  that  post 
jointly  for  several  years  with  Kay  Lenker.  In  2009,  he  received 
the  Clemy  Award,  our  highest  honor. 

If  no  other  nominations  are  received,  a single  ballot  will  be  cast 
for  these  two  nominees.  If  there  is  a contest,  an  election  will  be 
held  by  mail. 

Any  prospective  candidate  must  submit  nominating 
statements  signed  by  three  NLG  members  in  good  standing. 
These  must  be  sent  to  Ed  Reiter,  Executive  Director,  1517 
Stewart  Drive,  Nanticoke,  PA  18634,  and  received  no  later  than 
June  17,  2014. 

Under  the  Guild’s  bylaws,  directors  must  step  down 
after  serving  two  consecutive  two-year  terms  but  can  return  to 
the  Board  at  a later  date. 

There  are  five  members  on  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors. 
The  three  holdover  members  are  Mike  Fuljenz,  R.W.  “Bob” 
Julian  and  Kay  Lenker. 

Fuljenz  is  a longtime  patron  of  the  Guild  and  has  received  many 
awards  in  our  Writers’  Competition  in  a wide  range  of  categories, 
including  books,  articles,  newsletters  and  radio,  TV  and  audio- 
visual presentations.  He  received  the  Clemy  at  the  2013  Bash. 

Julian  is  a highly  respected  scholar,  researcher  and  author  who 
has  won  numerous  NLG  awards  for  his  writings.  He  received 
the  Clemy  in  1992  and  the  Ribbet  Award  in  2012. 

Lenker  served  the  Guild  for  a quarter-century  as  our  treasurer, 
and  has  been  a valued  volunteer  in  many  other  ways,  as  well. 
She  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  for  several  terms. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  oversee  NLG  policy, 
review  membership  applications  and  submit  nominations  for  the 
annual  Clemy  Award. 


THE  CLEMY  HONOR  ROLL 

In  a category  of  its  own  since  1968  is  the  Clemy 
Award.  The  highest  honor  of  NLG  is  bestowed  annually 
during  the  NLG  Bash  on  an  NLG  member  in  recognition  of 
writing  skill,  dedication  to  numismatics,  sense  of  humor  and 
dedication  to  the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild.  Nominations 
are  submitted  by  members  of  the  board  to  the  previous  year’s 
winner,  who  makes  the  final  choice. 

The  original  Clemy  was  a 90-pound  gold-painted 
typewriter  donated  by  Gordon  Z.  Greene.  The  typewriter  was 
retired  in  1974  and  placed  in  the  ANA  Museum  in  Colorado 
Springs.  The  current  NLG  logo,  designed  by  Nathan  Sobel, 
prominently  features  this  historic  typewriter  as  the  central 
design.

- either  written  script  or  soundtrack  of  DVD,  CD,  film,  audio  or 
video  cassette  used  in  presentation.  Entry  must  be  accompanied 
by  a written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  first  use,  plus  information 
required  by  overall  NLG  rules.  Interview  segments  no  longer 
qualify  for  this  category. 

SPECIAL  MEMORIAL  AWARDS 

54.  JAMES  L.  MILLER  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

This  award,  honoring  the  co-founder  and  longtime  publisher 
of  COINage  magazine,  recognizes  the  best  numismatic  article 
to  appear  in  any  medium,  including  both  numismatic  and  non- 
numismatic  magazines,  newspapers  and  Internet  Web  sites. 
Submit  three  (3)  copies  or  print-outs  of  an  article  dealing  with 
any  subject  related  to  numismatics.  Criteria  include  overall 
reader  appeal,  research  quality  and  writing  excellence.  Articles 
submitted  in  this  category  may  also  be  submitted  in  other 
applicable  categories. 

55.  CLEMENT  F.  BAILEY  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

This  award  was  endowed  by  Jim  Miller  of  Miller  Magazines 
in  memory  of  an  especially  beloved  member  of  the  numismatic 
writing  community  and  NLG  founder,  Clement  F.  Bailey.  This 
award  recognizes  excellence  among  new  writers  in  numismatics 
whose  first  published  writings  in  this  field  appeared  in  hobby 
publications  during  the  previous  year. 

Nominees  are  supplied  solely  by  numismatic  publishers. 

56.  THE  RIBBIT 

This  award  recognizes  service  to  the  hobby  and  to  the  NLG.  The 
winner  is  selected  by  the  previous  year’s  recipient. 


57.  THE  CLEMY 

The  winner  of  this  award,  the  Guild’s  highest  honor,  is  chosen  by 
the  previous  year’s  recipient(s)  from  a list  of  nominees  provided 
by  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors. 

NLG  reserves  the  right  to  limit  the  number  of  plaques  for  any 
given  entry,  with  the  number  to  be  determined  at  its  discretion. 
NLG  will  provide  plaques  only  for  the  persons  named  in  an  entry 
when  it  is  originally  submitted. 

WRITERS’  CONTEST  PARAMETERS  - APPLY  TO  ALL 
ENTRIES  AND  ENTRANTS 

1.  This  contest  is  run  by  the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild,  Ltd. 
(NLG)  for  the  benefit  of  its  members.  By  entering  the  competition, 
each  submitter  agrees  that  for  himself  or  herself,  his  or  her  firm 
(if  any)  and  anyone  on  whose  behalf  he  or  she  is  making  the 
submission  that  NLG  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  damages, 
including  compensatory  damages,  punitive  damages,  or  any 
other  damages,  even  if  NLG  is  grossly  negligent.  If  damages 
are  awarded,  each  entrant  agrees  that  the  maximum  amount  of 
damages  that  may  be  awarded  is  One  Dollar  (U.S.)  only. 

2.  To  undertake  an  appeal  of  determination  of  the  committee, 
the  prospective  appellant  shall  first  agree  in  writing  that  the 
decision  of  the  contest  officials  is  final,  except  that  anyone  may 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Directors  (Board)  of  the  NLG,  which  may 
uphold  or  sustain  the  protest;  affirm  or  reverse  the  decision  in 
whole  or  in  part,  and/or  change  the  determination,  which  shall 
then  become  the  final  determination. 

3.  To  appeal  or  otherwise  challenge,  each  appellant  shall  fill  out 
an  appeal  form  prepared  by  NLG  and  shall  thereafter  pay  the 
filing  fee  determined  each  year  by  the  Board  for  such  purpose 
and  then  shall  otherwise  proceed  as  directed  by  that  body. 

4.  The  appellate  forum  shall  hear  the  complaint  (appeal)  and 
decide  within  72  hours.  There  shall  be  no  appeal,  but  the  Board 
may  clarify  any  ruling  made. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  classify  or  reclassify  any 
artist  or  writer  to  any  category. 

6.  Any  person  either  appointed,  designated  or  otherwise  selected 
to  serve  shall  enjoy  immunity  for  the  action  of  any  third  party 

7.  No  participant  may  utilize  any  award  given  by  NLG  in  any 
advertising  unless  he  or  she  has  obtained  from  NLG  a license 
to  do  so.  The  license  is  required  because  NLG  holds  the  rights 
to  various  intellectual  properties  and  does  not  permit  use  of  the 
initials  “NLG”  without  its  consent  in  license  fonn. 

8.  The  submission  of  this  fonn  constitutes  the  agreement  and 
consent  to  the  changes  made  herein.
